Sweeping through southern Ohio, 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania into 
New Jersey and on into Canada, 
winds of almost tornado force blew 
down trees, unroofed houses and other 
buildings and crippled telephone and 
telegraph communication. ‘Wind ve- 
locities above 60 miles an hour were 
reported in Ohio. Winds of dimin- 
ishing velocity were felt all over the 
east. 

A man was killed at Newark, Ohio, 
by a tree which was blown down on 
top of his automobile; at Buffalo, 
N. Y., a trackman was killed in a 
like accident; a 16-year-old girl was 
blown into the path of an automobile 
and fatally injured at Belmore, Ohio; 
a 10-year-old schoolgirl was fatally 
injured at Newell, W. Va., by a fall- 
ing window, blown in by the gale, 
and a farmer near Polksville, N. J., 
was killed when struck by a beam 
blown from a barn.

Editor Constitution: In his shares 
to the grand jury of Newton county 
for the March term of Newton. su- 
perior court, — John B. Hutche- 
son said in part 

“I would de glad, if it meets 
with your approval, when your body 
makes your general presentments, 
that you would request the gov- 
ernor of the state to call a 
meeting of the judges and solicitors- 
general of the state’ at some central 
point before the convening of the gen- 
eral assembly, that they may make 
suggestions as to some needed legisla- 
tion for changes in our laws, and 
ticularly with reference to crimina 
procedure, It is not that the judges 
and solicitors-general of the state pos- 
sess more wisdom than any other 
body of men, but because of their ex- 
perience in the courts they have bet- 
ter opportunity to observe the defects 
of our criminal p ure than others 
who are not similarly situated. 

“Of course, in the trial of a criminal] 
case, the defendant should have every 
necessary safeguard thrown around 
him to preserve his constitutional 
rights and protect his liberty, and give 
him a fair legal trial; but under the 
present prattice, the state is put to 
00 2 a disadvantage and justice
